OWNER’S MANUAL — Please read before using this equipment. 


INSTALLING BATTERIES 

Your RadioShack Compact Stereo Pocket Radio re- 
quires two AAA batteries (not supplied) for power. 
For the best performance and longest life, we recom- 
mend alkaline batteries. 

Cautions: 

• Use only fresh batteries of the required size and 
recommended type. 

• Do not mix old and new batteries, different 
types of batteries (standard, alkaline, or 
rechargeable), or rechargeable batteries of dif- 
ferent capacities. 

Follow these steps to install batteries. 

1 . Press and slide the battery compartment cover 
in the direction of the arrow to remove it. 

2. Place the batteries in the compartment as indi- 
cated by the polarity symbols {+ and -) marked 
inside. 

3. Replace the cover. 

When the sound becomes weak or distorted or the 
radio stops operating properly, replace the batteries. 

Warning: Dispose of old batteries promptly and 
properly. Do not burn or bury them. 

Caution: If you do not plan to use the radio for a 
month or longer, remove the batteries. Batteries can 
leak chemicals that can destroy electronic parts. 


USING THE RADIO 

PHONES — plug a Vs-inch stereo earphone (not supplied) 
into PHONES for private listening, or plug the supplied FM 
antenna into PHONES to enhance FM reception through 
the radio’s built-in speaker. Connecting an earphone dis- 
connects the built-in speaker. 



Notes: 

• If you set FM ST/FM/AM to FM ST and connect an 
earphone to PHONES, the FM STEREO indicator 
lights when the radio receives an FM stereo station. 

If FM stereo reception is weak, set FM ST/FM/AM to 
FM. 

• The radio’s AM antenna is built-in. For best AM 
reception, adjust the radio’s position. 

FCC STATEMENT 

Your radio might cause TV or radio interference even 
when it is operating properly. To determine whether 
your radio is causing the interference, turn off your 
radio. If the interference goes away, your radio is 
causing it. Try to eliminate the interference by: 

• moving your radio away from the receiver 

• contacting your local RadioShack store for help 

If you cannot eliminate the interference, the FCC re- 
quires that you stop using your radio. 
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LISTENING SAFELY ature environments. Handle the radio carefully; do 

not drop it. Keep the radio away from dust and dirt, 
To protect your hearing, follow these guidelines and wipe it with a damp cloth occasionally to keep it 
when you use an earphone. looking new. 


• Set the volume to the lowest setting before you 
begin listening. After you begin listening, adjust 
the volume to a comfortable level. 

• Do not listen at extremely high volume levels. 
Extended high-volume listening can lead to per- 
manent hearing loss. 

• Once you set the volume, do not increase it. 
Over time, your ears adapt to the volume level, 
so a volume level that does not cause discom- 
fort might still damage your hearing. 


Even though some earphones let you hear some 
outside sounds when listening at normal volume lev- 
els, they still can present a traffic hazard. 

CARE 

Keep the radio dry; if it gets wet, wipe it dry immedi- 
ately. Use and store the radio only in normal temper- 


Modifying or tampering with the radio’s internal com- 
ponents can cause a malfunction and might invali- 
date its warranty. If your radio is not performing as it 
should, take it to your local RadioShack store for as- 
sistance.

Repaired or replaced parts and products are warranted for the remainder of the 
original warranty period. You will be charged for repair or replacement of the product made after the expiration of the warranty period.
